I have  pleasure  to  present  my  twenty-  first 
Annual  Heport  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District 
during  the  year  ending  31st  December  1943,  combined  wltii  the  report 
of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Xnspeotor.  In  accordance  witii  Circular  10/44 
dated  15th  February  1944  of  tlie  Ministry  of  Health,  tills  will  take 
the  form  of  an  Interim  report,  to  be  followed  by  a c<miplote  i*eport, 
after  the  termination  of  the  war,  dealing  wltii  the  period  from  the 
beginning  of  1939. 


INFANTILE  kCHTALlTy* 

Although  official  fis’nroa  have  not  been 
eupplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  it  is  bollevod  that  a furtiier 
improvement  occurred  In  the  figures  for  Infant  deaths. 

IKFEGTIOOS  DISEASE* 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  oases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 

showed  an  increase  on  the  previous  year.  It  is  noteworthy  that  there 
have  been  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria  during  1943. 

MEASLES  AND  WBOOPINq  COUGH  RmUL ATIOMS.  1939 (PROVX SION AL ) . 

Under  these  regulations, Measles  arid  Whooping 
Cou^  became  compulsorily  notifiable  from  the  S3rd  0otober,1939. 

Ilie  number  of  cases  of  is^easles  showed  an  increase,  and  the  number 
of  oases  of  Whooping  Goug^  showed  a decrease,  on  the  previous  year. 

Inspections  and  sampling  were  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  and  action  taken  where  fotsnd  to  be  necessary. 

WATEI^  SA^IFLiriO. 

Samples  of  tap  water  were  taken  regularly 
throuidiout  tlie  year,  and  copies  of  monthly  reports  were  received,  hy 
the  Courtesy  of  'the  Pylde  Water  Hoard.  In  all  cases  both 
bacteriological  and  chemical  were  satisfactory. 

SAN^ITAKY  C0HDXTI0K3. 

Inspections  of  various  premises  during  the 
year  totalled  4,816  and  406  nuisances  and  defects  were  remedied. 

IIP  USING. 

Fifty- two  houses  were  inspected  under  the 
Housing  Acta,  and  all  were  put  In  good  repair,  no  action  was 
necessary  with  regard  to  overcrowding, apart  from  isolated  cases, 
which  were  dealt  with  as  they  arose. 

EHADIUATION  OF  VEhMII. 

Since  June, 1939,  the  furniture  of  all  !few 
Tenants  to  Corporation  houses  has  been  disinfected  with  Hydrogen 
Cyanide  Gas  in  a special  gas-proof  van,  the  work  being  carried  out 
by  Sanitary  Staff  specially  trained  in  this  woilfi.  /ominous  houses 
are  sprayed  with  a proprietary  insecticide  (I^thane),  which  has  proved 
satisfactory  in  light  infestation,  but  in  sever©  cases  Hydrogen 
Cyanide  las  is  used,  a firm  of  contractors  being  employed. 
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SAI.«yAclE  OF  WASTE 

Tlio  salvaging  of  waste  materials  was  continued 
during  th  eyear,  and  l^e  returns  showed  an  Inore  ase  on  the  previous 
year*  Ttie  necessary  montlily  returns  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry*

IvIUSSEL  LAYINGS  IN 

■ POxIT  liEAL'TH  DISTRIC' 

Visits  have  been  made  by  the  Inspectors  of  this 
Authority  to  the  mussel  layings  witliln  the  district  in  an 
endeavour  to  see  that  the  regulations  of  the  Lancashire  Qounty 
Council  in  regard  to  the  taking  of  mussels  for  pirification 
have  been  carried  out. 

Four  additional  notices  prohibiting  the  taking  of  mussels 
for  hmaan  food  v/ere  put  up  at  the  Arm  Hill  mussel  layings. 
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
